aides wanted controls for another 
24 months.) 


The house bill.. .the big point is 


called the "home rule" feature. If 
it becomes law, it would mean this: 


Any state, city or county could 


throw off all federal controls any 
time it wished even though that 
state, city or county had no rent 
controls of its own. In short, it 
could end rent control for itself. 


The bill which the senate is pre- 
paring is different. 
It wouldn't 


permit dropping of all controls. 


The senate bill.. .all federal con- 
trols would end in any state whose 
governor merely announced his 
state had "adequate" controls of 
its own. 


(At present only five states- 
Connecticut, Dlinois, New York 
Maryland and Virginia—have rent 
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control laws of their own to take 


the place of a federal law after 
March 31.

Responsibilities of U.S. Toward 
China Present Confused Issue

~\l, A2HE,"GTON — (NEA) — Fifty - one Republican congressmen, 
^ v spar i:ed "by Rep. Robert Haile of Maine, recently sent a letter to 
President Truman asliing seven pointed questions about U. S. policy 
on China. The letter \VES never answered, so Mr. Haile has nov/ made 
i: public. 


Hsre — in condense^ -orm — are the highlights cf his seven questions: 
Dees the U. S. consider it has mat its obligations to China under the 


Pctsdam and Yalta agreen-.snts? . . . What does ths U. S. government 
intend to do to make Russia meet its obligations to China? . . . What 
is credent U. S. policy to-.v—ds China? ... To what extent is it based 
on the VTEll£ce report of 1944 and the Wedemeyer report of 1947? . . . 
What changes are contemplated on present policy towards China? . . . 
Does the administration intend to support elements in. China which 
are resisting subjugation of that country by Communists? ... If the 
Chinese government brings the matter of Communist aggression before 
the United Nations as a threat to the peace, will the XI. S. government 
support its action? 
These are ail good, \ough. leading questions. There is no use 


suspecting the motives of the 51 Republican congressmen who aslred 
them. Thsy are genuinely concerned about the Chinese situation. 
'T'HERE is of course a domestic American political angle to this 


business. All Republicans frcrn Governor Dewey on down have 


Lised the Chinese issue to beat the Democrats over the head and to 
cause them as much political embarrassment as possible. That's Ell 
right, too. It's politics and fair game. 
But in this process an amazing amount of misunderstanding has 


been built up about U. S. responsibilities to China. Also, an amazing 
amount of rr.Isur-derEtanding in China has been built up about U. S. 
responsibilities to China. 


It has hesri generally assumed by people hipped on this Chinese 


qusstion that the United States hss guaranteed for all time the inde- 
pendence and integrity of China. 


The United States has fostered the independence of China ever since 


the founding of the "open door" policy in the 1840's. But ii did this 
as much to protect the rights of Yankee traders and American mis- 
sionaries in the foreign concessions of China as it did for the good of 
tr.e Chinese themselves. 


Is there anyone in the U. S. ready to advocate sending a million 


ar.d a half or ten and a half million men to make Russia live up to 
:ts PotsSam and Yalta agreements with rescect to China? This would 
involve making Russia return rovereignty of Manchuria to the Chinese 
Nationalist government. It would involve making Russia live up to 
its 1545 treaty promising to respect sovereignty and territorial in- 
tegrity cf the- Chinese government. How do you do that?

* WEEKLY BIBLE COMMENT 


Jesus Knew No Religious Prejudice 
;BT WILLIAM E. GILEOY. ». D. 
•!/"|NE of the most amazing and re- 


volting incidents of our time 


is the spectacle 'of certain people 
preaching and practicing racial 
and religious prejudice in the 
name of Christ. And much of this 
prejudice has been directed against 
Jews, of which religion was Jesus 
himself, and from whom we re- 
ceived, not only the riches of the 
Old Testament, 'but the records of 
the New, and the church itself. 


When Paul spoke of the Gospel 


of Christ, he emphasized its uni- 
versality. His mission and min- 
istry, he insisted, were to Gentiles 
as well as to those of his own re- 
ligion, both to the Greek and to the 
Jew. It was his boast of the Gos- 
pel that it had power to change 
any man. 


Was Paul in this a true inter- 


preter of his Master? Or did Jesus 
in any way limit His mission, or 
the benefits and privileges of the 
grace of God? 
TPHERE are one or two incidents 


that viewed lightly, or thought- 


lessly, might indicate that. But 
the whole story of Jesus, the rev- 
elation of His spirit, and the gen- 
eral records of the four Gospels, 
are" so much against any such in- 
terpretation, that these incidents 
must be seen in the light of the 
full evidence. 


One of the most puzzling inci- 


dents, if we read the record with- 


out insight and imagination; I> that 
of Jesus and the Syrophenician 
woman, in Mark 25-30. This 
troubled Grecian woman had 
brought her demented daughter to 
Jesus, beseeching Him to heal her. 
Jesus had retired to a house, hop- 
ing for privacy and rest, but the 
woman heard of His being there, 
and was persistent in her effort to 
see Him. 


Her. importunity murt have Im- 


pressed Him, but evidently to test 
her faith He put in her way stum- 
bling blocks that seemed harsh, 
and even cruel. Voicing the com- 
mon religious and racial prejudice, 
He said, in effect, "Do you ask this 
of Me, a Jew? It is not meet to 
take the children's bread and give 
it unto dogs." But He was voicing, 
not His own thought, but the sort 
of thing that racial and religious 
prejudice thinks and says, for He 
was about to bless the woman and 
her daughter. 


Had we been there, we would 


undoubtedly have seen the loolc in 
His eye, and observed the manner 
that belied the seeming harshness 
of His words. And He drew from 
the woman the reply that pleased 
Him. 
Dogs must be fed. Human 


need transcends prejudices. 


So the incident, and the healing, 


actually rebuked those who would 
have turned the woman away. 
There is no place for racial or re- 
igious prejudice in any phase of 
Christ or His Gospel.

The bill would re-enact the 19i4 


soldier vote law which expired au- 
tomatically at the end of "World 
War Two. Under its provisions, 
primary elections were held in 
•June in odd-numbered years 
in- 
stead of the fall. The change gave 
members of the armed forces an 
opportunity to obtain ballots for 
the primary. 


Sen. O J. Tallman (R-Lehigh), 


sponsor of the June primary meas- 
ure, said "it all boils down to the 
question of whether or not we 
\vant to give our soldiers a chance 
to vote." 


He explained that his bill would 


election boards at least 38 
days before elections to mail out 
the ballots. Ine present primary 
set up gives insufficient time for 
ballot mailing. 


Kephart, however, commented 
:hat most soldiers "just aren't in- 
terested in voting anyway." 
He added that his committee 


probably will retain possession of 
the bill and allow it to die, unless 
'there is a demand for floor action. 


Under the gfeneral election code 
primaries in even-numbered years, 
when congressmen, U. S. senators, 
the governor and other state of- 
ficials are elected, are 
held 
in 
April. The primary in odd-number- 
ed years usually is confined to el- 
ection of local officials. 
Howevet, one state-wide 
offic- 


ial will be nominated and elected 
this year. The term of Judge Wil- 
liam E. Hirt, of Erie, of the etate 
superior court, expires this |aar. 
He is expected to be a candidate 
for re-election. 
Pittsburgh, S^ranton and a num- 


ber of third class cities will elect 
their mayor. Various other county, 
city, borough and township offic- 
ials also will be elected.

Cancer Talk 
Delivered To 
Medical Soc. 


Dr. Eugene V. Helsel, assistant 


professor of gynecology at the Un- 
iversity of Pittsburgh School of 
Medicine, was guest speaker for 
the March meeting: of the Warren 
County Medical society, held at 
the Conewango Club. 


His- very interesting 
address 
dealt with cancer of the firaale 
pelvis. Dr. Helsel divided the cas- 
es into four groups: 1. Cancer of 
the external genitalia. 2. Cancer 
of the cervix. 
3. Cancer of the 


uterus, and 4. Cancer of the ovary. 
He gave the age incidence, princi- 
pal symptoms, objective findings 
and treatment for each of these.
